EXPLANATION OF EXEMPTIONS 


SUBSECTIONS OF TITLE 5, UNITED STATES CODE, SECTION 552 

(b)(1) (A) specifically authorized under criteria established by an Executive order to be kept secret in the interest of national defense or foreign 

policy and (B) are in fact properly classified to such Executive order; 

(b)(2) related solely to the internal personnel rules and praetices of an agency; 

(b)(3) specifically exempted from disclosure by statute (other than section 552b of this title), provided that such statute(A) requires that the 
matters be withheld from the public in such a manner as to leave no discretion on issue, or (B) establishes particular' criteria for 
witliholding or refers to particular types of matters to be withheld; 

(b)(4) trade secrets and commercial or financial information obtained from a person and privileged or confidential; 

(b)(5) inter-agency or intra-agency memorandums or letters which would not be available by law to a party other than an agency in litigation 

with the agency;

disclosure could reasonably be expected to risk circumvention of the law, or ( F ) could reasonably be expected to endanger the life or 
physical safety of any individual; 

(b)(8) contained in or related to examination, operating, or condition reports prepai'ed by, on behalf of, or for the use of an agency responsible for 
the regulation or supervision of financial institutions; or

In an effort to expedite the release of information to you, enclosed is an interim release of material

are currently being reviewed. 

Please be advised that a record that appears to be responsive to your Freedom of Information Act 
(FOIA) request has been destroyed. The records destruction practices of the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) are 
conducted in full compliance with Title 44, United States Code, Chapter 33 and the Code of Federal Regulations, Title 
36, Chapter 12, Subpart 1228. The FBI Record Retention Plan and Disposition Schedules have been approved by the 
National Archives and Records Administration in Washington, D.C. 

It is noted that even though cross-references exist in our records, the enclosed records contain a 
"correlation summary" which synopsizes or summarizes information concerning the subject of your request in the 
numerous mentions or cross-references identifiable with him. 

To minimize costs to both you and the FBI, extra file copies of the same document were not 

processed. 


As a result of having completed consultation with the Central Intelligence Agency (CIA), excisions 
were made by the CIA pursuant to Title 5, United States Code, Section 552, subsections (b)(1), (b)(3). National Security 
Act of 1 947 and the CIA Act of 1 949. An explanation of the CIA exemptions is also enclosed. 

The CIA official responsible for the CIA's determination is Scott Koch, Information and Privacy 
Coordinator. You have the right to appeal their decision by addressing your appeal to the CIA Information Review 
Committee, Washington, D.C. 20505. Should you decide to do this, please explain the basis of your appeal.
